Conditions of Sale 


1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the auc- 
tioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arise between two or more 
bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 


3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the purchase money as may be required, 
and the names and addresses of the purchasers shall be given immediately on the sale of every 
lot, in default of which the lot so purchased shall be immediately put up again and re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the time of sale, shall be made 
within ten days thereafter, in default of which the undersigned may either continue to hold 
the lots at the risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the sale, or may at public or private sale, and without other than this notice, re-sell 
the lots for the benefit of such purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale, 
shall be a charge against such purchaser. 


4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment of the total amount due for 
all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M., and on 
other days—except holidays—between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art Galleries, or other place 
of sale, as the case may be, and only on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of any purchase during the 
session of the sale at which it was sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which the Association is in 
no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The Associa- 
tion will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and reasonable 
rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 


6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the purchaser. Title passes upon the 
fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution 
in caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if such purchase 
be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed within ten days from the 
date of the sale thereof. 


7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association of the correctness of the 
description, genuineness or authenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on account 
of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted. Every lot is on 
public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, after which it is sold “as is” and without 
recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot correctly, and will give con- 
sideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued or make mention 
of the opinion of such expert who thereby would become responsible for such damage as might 
result were his opinion without proper foundation.

Union Society. From the Editor, which give an account of the debate, Michs. Term, 
1824—First Meeting. On the Question: ‘Is the American or British Constitution most 
favorable to public Happiness?’ 

II. Copy in Bulwer’s handwriting of the Proceedings and Debates in the society’s 
rooms over the preceding pamphlet. On the first leaf is inscribed,—The publication 
of Anticipation (the first tract found in the society’s rooms) caused considerable 
indignation and conjecture as to the author. It was taken away in about a week—Mr. 
Townsend declared his intention to call out the author if he could discover him. About 
the middle of November another pamphlet was dropped. It follows. Then follow 24 
pages containing the debate on bringing the author of the wicked libel called ‘Antici- 
pation’, before the Bar of the House. A statement at the beginning of this part reads,— 
The Gent. who stole Anticipation is requested not to steal this. . . The Reporter has 
preserved a copy, and will in such case publish it with additions. The last page of this 
part contains, a list of Works preparing for publication, giving initials of authors of 
same, and who are members of the society. 

III. Seven pages of a mock-trial, in Bulwer’s handwriting, with a leaf inscribed,—

The 27-line Donatus, of which there are some fragments in 
the British Museum and elsewhere, is printed in the same type, but with wider 
spacing between the lines, measuring 638 (163 mm.) to 20 lines. The type used in 
the various issues of Donatus is the same as that in the “1448” Calendar and the 31-line - 
Indulgences, and is called variant “b” or the first recast of the 165 church type. A 
second recast was used in the 36-line Bible and in books printed by Albrecht Pfister 
at Bamberg about 1461-1462. ALFRED W. POLLARD says that in its earliest form 
this type can only be attributed to GUTENBERG, and that at what time he parted 
with it, and how it came into the possession of Pfister, are matters of conjecture. 
ZEDLER, Die dlteste Gutenbergtype, places the date of printing of the various issues of 
the Donatus as about 1448, the supposed date of the Calendar, but Mr. Pollard takes 
as a basis the Indulgences, which are the only works printed in this type bearing a 
date, and assigns the same date, 1455, approximately, to the Donatus. 

THE PRESENT FRAGMENT OF THE 30-LINE Donatus Must Not BE CONFUSED 
WITH FRAGMENTS OF THE 27-LINE EDITION WHICH ARE ALSO IN THE BRITISH 
MusEuM, and of which some further fragments were recently discovered. An 
interesting note in a recent issue of the Boston Transcript describes the finding of 
these fragments, and the article in the Bookman’s Journal and Print Collector, 
Special Number, August 13, 1920, from which the Transcript’s notice was taken, 
gives excellent facsimiles of the two leaves in question. A comparison of this facsimile 
with the 30-line fragment here offered, shows that the text contains many more 
abbreviations than the 30-line edition, as well as having the wider spacing between 
the printed lines. There are fragments of other 27-line Donatuses in the Bzbliothéque 
Nationale, Paris, and one or two other European libraries, but NO OTHER FRAGMENTS 
OF THIS 30-LINE DONATUS HAVE EVER BEEN RECORDED.

VERY OLD, CURIOUS AND RARE WoopcuT INSERTED AT LEAF 202. This woodcut 
rudely colored, representing the Resurrection of Christ, is probably the work of a 
German artist of the early Fifteenth Century, perhaps taken from an old block-book 
of the period, as it bears the inscription,—“Sich an mich wat ich gelede han dur 
dich,” cut with the illustration. -The manuscript itself, in Dutch excepting the first 
few leaves which are in Latin, is written in several different hands; leaves 91 to 
94, which are in a much smaller and finer script than the rest of the book, have the 
following inscription at end,—‘“frater Thomas petri.

It is probably of Italian origin as the text agrees more closely with the printed 
edition of Milan of 1479 than with the other early printed editions, and may be the 


manuscript from which the Milan edition was printed. The text is in very good 
condition, with only a few light stains, the writing clean and very legible.

On the whole it would be difficult to find a more desirable manuscript of this 
period. In splendid condition with the exception of the lacking leaf noted above.

A manuscript of exceptional rarity and interest, written in the beautiful Roman 
minuscule, renovated in Italy in the fifteenth century, and thence transferred 
to typography under the name of small Roman letters. Lesser capitals are employed 
as the initials of phrases. There are but few abbreviations; u and v are both em- 
ployed to express the sound of the latter letter. The illuminated initials are of 
peculiar interest, being, as above noted, entirely of the style pertaining to the Irish 
and Anglo-Saxon MSS., brilliant in color, and composed of minute and delicate 
interlacings, “a style of art . . . originated, cultivated, and brought to a most 
marvelous state of perfection, absolutely distinct from that of any other part of the 
civilized world, and which, having been carried abroad by numerous Irish and 
Anglo-Saxon missionaries, was adopted and imitated in the schools or monasteries 
established or visited by the former, many of which, in after ages, became the most 
famous seats of learning.” On this subject, Mr. Digby Wyatt observes “that in 
delicacy of handling, and minute but faultless execution, the whole range of Palaeo- 
graphy offers nothing comparable to the early Irish and Anglo-Saxon MSS.”

INTERESTING REFORMATION MANUSCRIPT, WRITTEN TO COUNTERACT THE .IN-

written by an Englishman, as his name is originally written in the text as “Arnoldus 
Abindonisis” [Arnold of Abingdon], with his later name of “Arnoldus Socrinus,” 
pasted over this.

S. Leigh Sotheby, who has made a special study of Melanchthon’s autograph 
writings describes this manuscript as a collection of philosophical treatises and gives 
facsimiles of the writing, in his work,—Unpublished Documents, Marginal Notes 
and Memoranda, in the Autograph of Philip Melanchthon and of Martin Luther, 
London, 1840, Plate XIV, Facsimile No. II. Mr. Sotheby says,—“These various 
philosophical observations occupy many leaves, accompanied with diagrams, and 
are bound up with the printed work entitled ‘Joh. Pithsani Perspectiva communis’. 
(1480.) They were written by Melanchthon in the year 1553 at Wittemberg, as 
appears from the inscription at the commencement of the first treatise, a facsimile 
of which is given in specimen I. 
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“The character of the writing throughout is much the same as in specimen 2, 
presenting a mixture of the round and cursive hands; and many of the inscriptions 
to the various subjects treated on, are in capitals, as in the specimen just referred 
to, the style of which is precisely the same as is frequently to be found in the ‘Com- 
mon Place- Book.’ 

“This manuscript was particularly marked by Dr. Kloss, (in whose collection it 
was,) as being in the handwriting of Melanchthon, and was so lettered on the out- 
side of the binding.

The collation of the Missale Magdeburgense agrees with that of the British Museum 
copy, except that the present copy has one extra leaf at the end, containing a Regis- 
trum for the leaves numbered I to XXVIII (234 to 261), making a total of 275 leaves, 
one leaf more than the British Museum copy contains. (SEE Catalogue of Books 
Printed in the XVth Century now in the British Museum, Part II, page 599.) 
The first two leaves containing the advertisement and “Registrum Votiuarum 
missarum,” leaf 9 with beginning of text, 141 with woodcut, and 274 with colophon, 
are lacking. The inserted manuscript leaves are,—14 leaves with plain-songs and 
additional prayers, written in black, with capitals, initial strokes and rubrication 
in red, before the Order of the Mass; the last leaf of the Registrum (originally blank) 
and 5 leaves following containing additional plain-songs, in black, most of the 
notation omitted. 

Hain-Copinger Supplement, No. 4160, gives a collation of Brandis’ Missale 
Magdeburgense, as containing 292 leaves, with additional signatures, a in eight, b in 
ten, and ending with,—‘“Finit registrum scd’m dyocesim Verden.” The British 
Museum copy, cited above, has a copy of the Registrum Verdense bound after the 
Missale, and Copinger probably took his collation from that copy, without noting 
the fact that the Registrum was a separate work. 

No RECORD OF THE “REGISTRUM HAMBURGENSE” HAS BEEN Founp, but the 
types used are identical with Bartholomaeus Ghotan’s 162 Missal type, used by 
him both at Magdeburg and Liibeck, and Lucas Brandis’ 147 heading (Missal) 
type, used at Liibeck. Ghotan used some of Lucas Brandis’ type in printing his 
Missale Magdeburgense, at Magdeburg, 1480, but not the 147 type which is found 
here in the Registrum. Ghotan removed to Liibeck from Magdeburg in 1484, and 
having already used Brandis’ type at Magdeburg, it is probable that he may have 
again made use of some of the same printer’s types when they were both printing at 
Liibeck. The proximity of Liibeck to Hamburg would also indicate that as the 
place of printing rather than Magdeburg. Pollard cites Brandis’ 147 type as same as 
Ghotan’s Magdeburg 160 (smaller missal) type, but a careful comparison of the two 
types shows some slight differences, the face of Brandis’ type being lighter, the 
capital “M” varying from Ghotan’s, and the smaller form of the capital “A” as here 
used, being found only in Brandis’ type. It therefore seems that the Registrum 
must have been the work of both printers, and probably printed later than 1484 at 
Liibeck, after Ghotan’s removal to that place. A number of the chapter references, 
etc., have been corrected by pasting manuscript slips over the original printing.

CARDINAL JULIO MARIA DELLA SOMAGLIA, to whom the above work is dedicated 
and whose arms appear on the title and cover, was one of the most celebrated cardi- 
nals of the Roman See. Born in 1744, he was created Cardinal in 1795, and Cardinal- 
Vicar in 1797. He acted as intermediary between Pope Pius VII and Joseph Bona- 
parte but his mission was unsuccessful, and he was imprisoned for several years.

This is the final corrected form showing the poem as it appears in the printed 
version. Originally the poem contained but I9 stanzas—(as printed in this proof). 
It was, however, corrected by the author, and a new stanza (No. 17 of the final form) 
inserted in its proper place, thus changing the order of the last 3 stanzas which 
appear in the sheets as Nos. 17, 18, and 19, to Nos. 18, 19, and 20 in the final printed 
version.
